Lodge, ranking minority member of 
the foreign relations tfommittee made 
a speech m the senate today declar- 
ing that abandonment by the United 
States at this time of the principle 
that its ports were open to and its 
citizens free to travel upon merchant- 
men of belligerent nations 
aimed 


solely for defensive purposes, \vould 
be an unneutral act and a step to- 
ward war 
He said it would make 


the United States the ally ot the bel- 
ligerent whose merchant marine had 
been swept from the seas. 


The 
senator 
spoke 
at 
length, 


dwelling upon the history of inter- 
national law relating to the arming 
ol merchantmen for defense and cit- 
ing precedents m the record of the 
United States. He leferred 
to re- 


ports that the administration 
was 


appearing to change its policy, which 
•have been denied by Secretary Lan- 
sing, since the issuance ot the Aus- 
trian and German memorandums an- 
nouncing their intentions of treating 
armed merchant ships as war ves- 
sels, after Feb. 29. 


As, late as the president's note ot 


May 13, 1915, signed by Mr. Bryan, 
Senator Lodge said, this government 
recognized that "American citizens 
were within their undisputed rights 
in taking their ships and in traveling 
wherever their legitimate 
business 


rails them upon the high seas. 
"Such," he added, "has been the 


practice ot all nations in-regard to 
the armed merchantmen. It 
seems 


utterly incredible that this position 
should be in any way altered now 
or that our government should bo 
ready to surrender the unquestion- 
ed rights of Americans to travel or 
ship goods on a 
belligerent 
mer- 


chantman subject to all the rules 
•which have been established by the 
courts and by all international au- 
thorities for at least two centuries. 


"The abandonment of those rights 


by any neutral government on the 
ground that the invention of subma- 
rines with the necessary limitations 
upon the powers of capture possessed 
by thoee boats is inconceivable Such 
abandonment could only rest on the 
ground that the rights ot neutrals, 
the rules which for centuries have 
been agreed upon by all nations for 
the protection of innocent lives upon 
vessels, captured in war, must be 
thrown aside and discarded in order

Chevalier's idea was for the bomb 


to explode under Napoleon's carriage as 
it passed through the streets of Paris. 
A miscalculation, however, caused It to 
go off a few seconds too soon.

Sayviile.)—A mutiny 
of 
Hindu 


troops in Egypt is reported by the 
Cologne Gazette as quoted by the 
Overseas News Agency. It is said 
an entire regiment Mutinied, killing 
twelve officers, including a- major, 
and that other Hindu troops went 
over to the mutineers. After a battle 
of two hpurs. it is said, the muti- 
nous troops were routed. 


The news agency statement fol- 


lows: 


"The Cologne Gazette publishes a 


report received from reliable sources 
in Cairo, that strong opposition has 
developed among the Hindu troops 
to the British. A captain of the Aus- 
tralian troops named Brown on Jan- 
uar\ 10 shot two Mohammedan serv- 
ants who had made a mistake, 
the 


Gazette says. 
Two Hindoos who 


witnessed the incident, killed 
the 


captain with a bayonet. 


"The 
whole regiment then mu- 


tinied. 
A majority of the officers 


saved themselves by flight, but 12 
of them, including the commander 
of the regiment and a major were 
killed. 


"Other Hindu troops were sent to 


suppress the uprising but refused to 
fire on the mutineers, to whom part 
of them went over. After two hours 
of fighting • with Australian 
regi- 


ments, part of the mutineers fled in- 
to the desert. The others were kill- 
ed or wounded. 


"There have been other cases of 


mutiny but the British have prevent- 
ed publication of the details." 


The Cologne Volks Zeitung says 


that Major General Sir John Max- 
well, commander of the 
British 


forces in Egypt has ordered the with- 
drawal of Mohammedan troops from 
the Suez canal, and their transporta- 
tion to another war theater where 
they will not fight against other Mo- 
hammedans. 
It is said there have 


been frequent desertions among these 
troops. 


"A Russian newspaper publishes 


sensational disclosures concerning il- 
legal exemptions from military ser- 
vice," 
says 
the 
Overseas 
News 


Agency. 


"The secretary of a recruiting com- 


mittee at Petrograd and a large num- 
ber of military agents have been ar- 
raigned. They are charged with hav- 
ing accepted amounts ranging from 
10,000 rubles up in each case."

All Restrictimw Upon Shipping Live 


Stock 
Into Ohio Have 
Removed.

Columbus, Feb. 18.—w. H. Kin- 


nan of Cleveland, was today elected 
by the state board of agriculture as 
director of tbe Ohio state fair. 
The 
salary is $2600. Kin nan, who is sec- 
retary of the Forest City Fair and 
Livestock association, will succeed 
James W. Fleming whose resignation 
as state fair director becomes effec- 
tive March 1. 


The board of agriculture repealed 


all restrictions which have been im- 
posed heretofore on movement of 
livestock on account of the foot and 
mouth disease. The new order per- 
mits the 
importation of 
livestock 


from Illinois, Christian county ex- 
cepted, when accompanied by health 
certificates from state or federal in- 
spectors. 
It reiterated that all cat- 


tle over six mouths of age shipped 
into the state for breeding or dairy 
purposes must be accompanied by 
health certificates based on tubercu- 
lin tests. 


An order was adopted declaring 


it to be a violation of the pure food 
laws to sell rancid, dirlj or moldy 
cream. 
The board attempted solution of 


the problem of appraising cattle con- 
demned by state veterinarians on tu- 
berculin tests, by empowering State 
Veterinarian Cooley to make these 
appraisals with the assitance of one 
man appointed by him and one by the 
livestock owners. 
These appraisals 


then will be subject to ratification by 
the board. These nursery inspectors 
were elected: 
E. J. Hocldy, Colum- 


bus; 
Charles H. Ward, Wauseon; R. 


S. McKay, Owensville; and Harry E. 
Evans, West Liberty. 


George A. Stauffer, 
of 
Ottawa, 


newly elected secretary of the board, 
presented an outline of his policies. 
"The-e shall be no politics in tne ag- 
ricultural department under my man- 
agement, and efficiency must be the 
watchword of every employe," he 
said.

takes office about March 1.

Spain as a Republic. 


Isabella II. when thirteen years old 


was declared of age by the cortes in 
1840, and after a stormy reign of twen- 
y-flve years was deposed by a revolu- 
ion which began in the fleet on Sept. 
18, 1868, and was joined by the garri- 
son and city of Cadiz and by nearly 
all of Spain during the month. A pro- 
visional government was established 
and Marshal Serrano was made regent. 
The cortes voted for a monarchy on 
May 21, 1809, and after several offers 
of the throne had been refused it was 
finally accepted by Amadeus, duke of 
Aosta, who was proclaimed king on 
Nov. 7. 1870. 


After an uncomfortable reign he ab- 


dicated in 1873 and was succeeded by 
another republic, which lasted for two 
rears, when Alfonso XII.. son of 
Queen Isabella and father of the pres- 
ent king, was elevated to the throne. 


Artificial Indigo. 


Artificial indigo owes much of its 


commercial success to an accident. Al- 
though synthetic indigo was first pro- 
duced in 1870, it did not become a se- 
rious rival to the natural article un- 
til a thermometer was accidentally 
broken and the contents of the bulb 
ran into the heated mixture of naph- 
thalene that was all too slowly being 
converted into phthalic acid, tbe basis 
of artificial indigo. It was then ob- 
served that the conversion became 
much more rapid, and from that day 
the use of mercury has played a big 
part in making artificial indigo a com- 
mercial success. The accident occur- 
red after years of patient research, 
and it is now tbe boast of chemists 
that they are able to produce on a 
commercial basis a compound "exactly 
the same" as natural indigo.—London 
Standard. 


Frederick the Great's Joke. 


Among tha embellishments which 


Berlin owes to Frederick tbe Great the 
"uew palace" is the most conspicuous. 
This magnificent building was erected, 
it is said, to show Frederick's enemies 
that his many wars had not exhausted 
his exchequer.
